John J. Sirica turned over to 
the special prosecutor yester- 
day the remaining Watergate- 
related portions of the subpoe- 
naed White House tapes and 
documents. 

Earlier this week Sirica had 
upheld White House requests 
to withhold non-Watergate ma- 
terial from the grand jury. 

Turned over to the prosecu- 
tor’s office were two brief seg- 
ments, totaling less than five 
minutes, from the tape of a 
June 30, 1972, luncheon meet- 
ing involving President Nixon, 
former aide H. R. Haldeman 
and former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell. 

Originally, the White House 
had requested that the entire 
conversation be withheld but 
later agreed to turn over the 
brief segments during which 
Watergate was discussed. 

Also received by the prose- 
cutor was a 33-minute and 9- 
second portion of a Sept. 15, 
1972, meeting involving the 
President, Haldeman and for- 
mer White House counsel 
John W. Dean III. 

The White House made no 
request to vdthold that Seg- 
ment ^during which it said the 
conversation dealt almost en- 1 
tirely with Watergate. I 


tape dictated by the President 
of his recollection of conversa- 
tions on March 21, 1973, with 
Dean. 

Sirica retained all of the 
originals, copies were made and 
given to the prosecutors. 

Three weeks ago, Sirica 
turned over to the prosecutors 
tapes of four presidential meet- 
ings last March on which the 
White House made no claims to 
withhold portions. 


Sirica also gave the prosecu- 
tors verbatim transcripts of 
two recordings of personal 
recollections dictated by Mr. 
Nixon. 


One was a Dictabelt of the 
President’s recollections of a 
telephone conversation with 
Mitchell on June 20, 1972. 
That conversation, subpoenaed 
by the special prosecutor, was 
not on a telephone included in 
the White House taping sys- 
tem.
